Throughout World With Radio, Pamphlets

WASHINGTON — A m e r i c a n 
propaganda girdles the globe today 
and ranges from the distribution 
of alphabet booklets to French 
children to daily 
broadcasts of 
stock m arket reports to occupied 
Shanghai. 
American propaganda and psy­ 
chological w arfare operations were 
built from scratch, Just like its 
m ilitary machine. D irector Elmer 
Davis concedes th a t at the sta rt 
OWI was like the high school foot­ 
ball team th a t had to get its prac­ 
tice playing N otre Dame. 
Even today, the OW! does not 
attem pt to m atch the expenditures

DIET AND HEALTH 


The Dark Mystery 
Of Early Gray Hair 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 


TH ERE ARE a good many 
more things we don’t know about 
the hair than the facts we do know. 
I keep being asked: “W hat is the 
cau.se of graying hair, and what 
shall I do about i t ! ” Anybody who

takes a good look a t me knows I 
either don’t know a thing about 
the answer to th a t one, or don t 
give a cuss. Also my mail it con­ 
stantly 
loaded 
with 
questions 
about how to stop falling hair, and 
w hat is the cau»e of baldness, and 
I haven’t the faintest idea. Nor 
does anybody else, although a lot 
of them try to kid you into confi­ 
dence th a t they do. 
Ju st let me ask two simple ques­ 
tions in reply. “ Why are men »o 
much more often bald than wom­ 
e n ? ” And—“Why are bald head­ 
ed men seldom gray ?” If you take 
a census on your way downtown 
you’ll see it’s true, but why—th at 
is a question m ark. It is unusual 
to see a man over 55 who does not 
fall into one of these three classes: 
(I) bald on top; (2) gray without 
baldness; (3) gray at the tem ­ 
ples, thinner on top. 


Prem ature Gray Hair 
The prem ature gray hair situa­ 
tion is full of unanswered prob­ 
lems. Why do many men and some 
women gray only a t the temples 
while the top of the head retains 
its youthful hue? If gray hair is 
due to some general chemical 
change in the body, such as lack 
of a vitamin, why aren t all the 
hairs affected at the same time 
and to the same degree? Prem a­ 
ture graying is sometimes really 
prem ature— I know of a girl 14 
years old who has many gray hairs 
and has had some since the age of 
IO. She is in perfect health, not 
otherwise unusually m ature. 
And there are dozens of cases 
of hair th a t grayed and then came 
back to its original color. Jackson 
and M cM urtry’a textbook on the 


hair cites the case of a man with 
black hair and beard who had sud­ 
den loss of color from both beard 
and scalp, then during the next 
five years gradual restoration of 
color. Then afte r a few years he 
grayed again, and again came back 
to the original shading. The cycle 
repeated itself a third time in 30 
years. During all this time there 
was no ill health. Dr. G. W. G rif­ 
fiths reported the case of a fire­ 
man who had had gray hair for 
eight years. He had been blond. 
At a fire he was exposed to ex­ 
treme cold for a long time, all but 
his scalp, which was protected by 
a wool skull cap under his helmet. 
Twenty-four hours later his hair 
began to turn black. 


Experim ents Disappointing 
“ Restoration of gray hair” is 
one of those phrases like “fountain 
of youth” th at sounds better than 
it works out in practice. It all be­ 
gan with some experim ents on 
rats. By shaking a w atery solu­ 
tion of liver extract, yeast or rica 
bran with fuller’s earth the thia­ 
mine, riboflavin and pyridoxme 
are removed leaving a solution of 
the “filtrate factor.” Rata fed 
with a diet containing the other 
vitam ins but lacking the filtrate 
factor soon show patches of gray 
fu r and other evidences of senes­ 
cence. On adding the filtrate fac­ 
tor to the diet again these sym p­ 
tom s clear up. It is known th at 
this factor contains panthothenie 
acid. 
These experim ental results can 
be carried over into natural hu­ 
man experience, but only in a very 
disappointing \tay. The wife of 
one of the most eminent derm a­ 
tologists of my acquaintance tried 
the anti-gray hair factor on her­ 
self and reports that “ restoration" 
is a gross exaggeration: it turns 
the hair a kind of dirty yellow— 
the color of old rope. 
Incidentally, the discoverer of 
the anti-gray hair factor looks a 
good deal more like Santa Claus* 
on top of his head than he does like 
George R aft. He looks more like 
Socrates in the face too than be 
does like George Raft.
